Ik War and lluempioyment 

The workers oi ihe cities of Australia 
nrght think at the beginning of the war that 
at was no affair of theirs, and that they were 
noi going to suffer through it That the 
war is no affair of the workers is true in 
as far as the worker* have no interests to 
tight for. Bat unfortunately, while the 
spoils of the war will be divided up between 
different sets of capitalists after the war 
has finished, the workers wilt have to suf- 
fer most of the privations consequent upon 
the fight for world domination and world 
market. 

Already in Sydney and Melbourne anil 
the other large cities, thousands of people 
are out of work. Building and construc- 
tion has stopped; mining and manufactur- 
ing has been partially suspended. The 
money formerly employed in these indus- 
tries has found more profitable investment 
in war loans anil ^-peculations in necessary 
commodities, consequent upon the shortage 
arisen out of the abnormal demand and de- 
creased productivity caused by the war. 
Prices are increasing on every hand. Star- 
vation is staring thousands of unemployed 
in the face. High wages is no good to the 
worker who cannot get work. The few 
pounds which the most thrifty has saved liy 
depriving himself of the most modest com* 
forts of civilised life uuiekly disappear *s 
the landlord calls, week after week, to col- 
lect his [8 to so shillings rent. We will ob- 
serve as we pass through the street a many 
scrupulous workers who are too proud to 
confess that they are in the grips of poverty, 
hiding their misery bv trying to look de- 
cently in threadbare, outworn garments. 
Other sigiui we will see, such as the family 
moving out of a house into an unfurnished 
room, or selling out of furniture and break- 
ing up of homes altogether, because the 
breadwinner has_ lost his job. And the dis- 
tress arising f fom unemployment is be- 
t-omirg more and more acme. With the re- 
ception of a few trades supplying war [ta- 
le rial in some shape or another, industry 
has shrunk considerably. 

This, then, is the slate of society at pre- 
sent. When, in order lo serve their own 
ends, the capitalists withdraw their capi- 
tal from productive industry in order to 
pursue a war, the workers are left utterly 
helpless, 1 hose who are not driven to 
tip-ht the capitalists' war are starving. Their 
homes are broken up. They arc evicted 
from their damp, dilapidated and unsani- 
tary houses; their children are dying from 
lack of sufficient food. Yet, it is not be. 
cause there is any lack of raw materials, of 
machinery, and of tools of production. It 
is because it pays higher dividends to pro- 
secute a successful war. The factories are 
einptv, and the work-shops idle. The work- 
ers produce no wealth and are starving. 
But the capitalists are not starving. Wealth 
enough has been accumulated previous to 
the war, and is held by the capitalists, who 
can afford to get rid of some of the inrplus 
at inflated prices before they allow the 
working class to eneage in wealth-produc- 
tion again. 

This war should have brought out one 
thing clearly to the workers. No amount 
of fixing of wages, ami m> amount of in- 
crease in nominal wages, will improve their 
conditions, so long as they let another class 
decide whether they may work or not, and 
what part of the niuduci of their labour 
they may get back. The workers must or- 
ganise themselves so thai the capitalists 
cannot stop ^^S^ISStM

Thompson advocated free education for 
a II. In this he was three generations ahead 
» his many of his conclusions having 
since ken adopted, tn a knowledge of 
sociology and psychology Thompson^ was 
many decades ahead of the Continental 
l-tojuans of his dav, with their constant 
ajipeals to the " humanity" of the possessing 
classes. The following analysis of their 
attitude is equal to much that is written in 
the twentieth century:-- 

"The unoccupied rich arc without any 
active pursuit ; an object in life is wanting 
to them. The means of gratifying the sen- 
ses, the imagination even, of sating all wants 
and caprice.* they possess. The pleasures 
Of power are still to be attained. It is one 
of the strongest and most univoidable pro- 
pensities of those who have been brought 
up in indulgence lo abhor restraint, to be 
uneasy under opposition, and therefore to 
desire power to remove these eSdls of re- 
straint and opposition. How shall they ac- 
quire the power ■ First by the direct in- 
fluence of their wealth, and the hopes and 
fears it engenders ; then when these means 
are exhausted or to make these means more 
effectual they endeavour everywhere to 
seuc on, to monopolise the powers of Gov- 
ernment. 

' Where despotism dors not exist they en- 
deavour to get entirely into their own hands, 
or in cimjunctiuit with the head of the 
Slate, or other bodies, they seise as large 
a portion a> thev can nt the functions of 
legislation. Where despotism does not ex- 
ist, or is muddied, ihev share amongst them- 
selves ail the subordinate departments of 
Government-, they muno|joli?e. either di- 
rectly or indirectly, the command of the 
armed force, the offices of judges, priests 
and all those executive departments which 
gives tlie most power, require the least 
trouble, and render the largest pecuniary re- 
turns. When despotism exists the class of 
the cxccssivelv rich make Ihe best terms 
they can with the despot, to share his power 
whether as partners, equals or mere slaves. 

'If his situation is such as 16 give them a 
confidence in their strength, they make 
terms with the despot, and insist on what 
I bey call their rights; if they are weak they 
gladly crawl to the despot, and a(ipear to 
glorv in their slavishness to him for the 
sake uf the delegated power of making 
slaves to themselves of the rest of the com- 
munity. Such do the historians of all na- 
tions prove the tendencies of excessive 
wealth to be. 1 ' 

Tn the English-speaking world the work 
of this Irish thinker is practically unknown, 
but on the Continent of Europe his position 
has long been established as a great and 
original thinker. In a preface to the 
English translation of the work of one of 
his German biographers, Anton Menger, the 
writer. H. S. Fox well, M.A.. says of his 
contributions to economic science:— 

"Thompson's fame will rest not upon his 
advocacy of Owenite co-operation, devoted 
and public spirited as that was, but upon the 
fact that he kiii the first writer to elnate 
the question of the fust distribution of 
nvalth <o the supreme position it has since 
held in Knglish political economy. Up to 
his time political economy had been rather 
cmimicrcial ihnn in dual rial, inrleed be finds 
it necessary to csplain the very meaning of 
the term "industrial," which, he says, was 
from the I-Vcndi. no doubt adopted ffom 
Saint Simon,"

they deriving their increased prosperity 
from!"

Why ia it that the big capitalists are noi 
squeezing out the small capitalists ? 

Well, the big capitalist^ are constantly 
squeezing out the small capitalists, but new 
ones and more of them are taking their 
place. 

•Ve have seen that the number of pro- 
prietors, of parasitical annuitants, has 
more than tripled in the last fifty years. 

This immense accumulation of wealth is 
due, as in all branches of social activity, 
to the progress of the inductive sciences, to 
their discoveries and marvellous inventions, 
and to the great uses of machinery. Capi- 
talism appropriates them, just as they are 
seiied npon, also by militarism, by clerical- 
ism, and by all the privileged who gTOUp 
themselves round the State — supreme in- 
strument fiJr the oppression and exploita- 
tion of the people. 

The inventions of typography, which have 
given fabulous development to the daily 
pre. s and to the book trade give us evi-iencc 
that the concentration "the expropriation" 
of the greater number of capitalists by the 
few has not taken place in real life. 

Kverybody knows that the number of 
booksellers is increasing, that the great 
newspapers are enriching their proprietors, 
hut very few people understand the true 
reason of these things. 

The increase in the number of journals 
is very striking: —

M Germany win<; this war it may 
that that the capitalist class domiciled in 
Germany will take and control the industries 
in Great Britain, and employ the British 
working class. The Germans cannot take 
the factories in Britain from the British 
working class, because these people don't 
own them. 

The class struggle wilt still he in exis- 
tence, the difference being that the British 
worker, instead of fighting the British capi- 
talists for concessions, reductions in hours 
and increases in wages, they'll have to fight 
the German capitalist class. And if the re- 
verse happens — the British hoist the Red. 
White and Blue over the Black, White and 
Red in Germany— the tlerman working 
class will have to keep on fighting for privi- 
leges agninst the British capitalists, instead 
of German capitalists. And after the war 
is over, if Britain wins, there'll he nothing 
to stop the German capitalist class putting 
their irtoney into British industries and run- 
ning them and exploiting the British work- 
ers, and the same also applies if Germany 
wins, there will be nothing to prevent the 
British capitalist class from controlling 
German industry in Germany with their 
capital, which means that the working 
classes of Germany will ihen become en- 
slaved by the section of the capitalist class 
of Britain wltom they are now fighting

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The monthly issue oi journals in the 
United States has now increased to the enor- 
mous number of 647 million copies. 

The proprietors arc almost ten times 
more numerous, the writers receive higher 
remuneration, although the price of the 
journals has diminished. 

A clever publisher, a fashionable writer, 
an artist, a popular musician, thanks to the 
number of copies of a cheap edition, be- 
comes rich. , 

En 1893, an English paper, the "Daily 
News," said that a young composer, Mas- 
cagni, was already twice a millionaire 
Sixty years ago the great Beethoven was 
dying of hunger in a garret. 

What takes place in commerce and in the 
public services, in the book trade, and in the 
daily press, takes place also in finance, and 
in industry. If capitals are associated in 
some undertaking, it is not to deprive the 
capitalists of their capital, nor is it in order 
that "one capitalist should kill off many 
others." On the contrary, they unite to ex- 
ploit the producers better, lo realise a larger 
share of profit for each participant . 

As regards finance and hanking, to refer 
to the United States. Here the number of 
hanks and the amount of their capital is 
without cessation.

Of course, capitalists are Constantly fight- 
ing each other and playing the business of 
dog eat dog, also wrangling and fighting 
over markets, concessions, etc., but the ex- 
pbitation goes gaily along as every increase 
of efficiencv in the industries, every addi- 
tional machine, every new and growing com- 
modity is used as an increase to their Wealth 
and capital. They can sit down and grow 
fat. The great capitalist or organiser pre- 
fen to control five millions rather than to 
own one, consequently he not only increases 
his own wealth by his organising powers, 
but also the wealth and capital of those 
whom he associates in the huge enterprises. 
They all become safer, and in a better con- 
dition to exploit the public. 

I .could quote many more figures and 
■■ore evidence to prove the growing 



The German Government did not consult 
their people before starting llns war, and 
neither did the Hritish. They both simply 
called on the working class of both countries 
to fight, and they are righting.

Uut 
why destroy German militarism and leave 
another form alive I W hy should Aus- 
tralians go thousands oi miles to put down 
Gi.rman militarism instead of staying at 
home and putting down Australian militar- 
ism, which is more cowardly, and threatens 
tn become even a greater airse in Australia 
than the German system is in Germany. The 
German conscript is 20 years of age before 
he starts to train, and he is clothed ami fed 
whilst he is training. The Australian is 
a mere baby, 14 years old, when he is com- 
pelled to train, and dunng the nine years he 
is training he can starve as far as the mili- 
tary' authorities are concerned, but he must 
continue training. 

The phite press and politicians arc 
scrcaching and throwing hatf-a-doten inky 
fits daily in telling the people they should 
go to the front and avenge the German at- 
rocities committed in Belgium. These at- 
rocities are the outcome of the war. They 
are part and parcel of all wars. When the 
war stops they will cease. But the more 
men who are sent to the front the longer 
the war will last, and consequently the con- 
ditions which cause the atrocities will be 
extended rather than curtailed. These at- 
rocities have not been committed by every 
man in the German army any more than 
every soldier that fought for Britain in the 
Boer War committed outrages there. It it 
only a small number who do these things, 
and if you go to the front solely to avenge 
these atrocities you'll possibly toll the in- 
nocent men instead of the guilty; so by 
everyone refraining from going to the from

WHY SLATE THE KINC. 
A youthful relative passed the "Inter- 
national" of May I to me, and as I have 
an interest in, and a general sympathy 
with, Socialist principles, I read what it 
contained. At the outset I must con- 
fess to being damped by the remarks of 
one contributor, H. Spencer Wood. 

It appears to me as unjust to point the 
finger of scorn at George V. for not be- 
ing a mighty mind— as it would be to 
blame H. S. Wood for the same reason. 

If by any chance H. Spencer Wood 
could convert George V. to Socialism, 
and the latter should abdicate, what 
would he the gain? Another would 
automatically take his place. More- 
over, the majority of English people (1 
am English and have lived in England) 
are in favor of monarchy theoretically, 
and of George personally. 

If the intentions of H. Spencer Wood 
wtre utilitarian, and not malicious, and 
were intended to show the futility oi 
figureheads, would not a larger discre- 
tion have selected the Kaiser |a far more 
depressing sample than the inoffensivt 
George) or President Wilson (who aspir- 
ed to the position, and then allowed him- 
self to he so dominated by the Trusts and 
his own prejudices, that he raised not a 
finger to protest against the atrocities in 
Belgium) as scapegoats? Such an utter- 
ance would have led public opinion in- 
stead of baiting it, and H.S.W. would 
have avoided those substantia] expres- 
sions of dissent which (in the hands of 
practical rather than verbal persons) he 
appears to have resented. 

Why must an earnest Socialist leave 
the broad highway of dignified world 
questions to descend to personalities 
which a brother Socialist would probahly 
resent with his fists? 

Finally, when we consider the frailty 
of even the elect. The German Social- 
ists (I imagine ihe hem educated and 
most numerous "fraternity" of the kind 
in the world) at the call of Glory, 
Kaiser, and "Dcutschland uhcr allcs," fe'll 
into line with no recognisable protest, 
and carried misery and ruin to a weak 
and unoffending neighbour.
